Lightning Arrester on Rural Line, 


any village tinsmith. All the ma- 
torlals necessary aro a tin tube 20 
Indies In length, two No, 4 porcelain 
knobs und a ground wire. 


The tube should be Tautened In tho 


same manner «s a stovepipe and Just 
large enough to ndmlt the porcelain 
knoliH. says the American Telephone 
Journal, insert a knob In ouch end of 
the tube and with a pair of pliers or ;i 
hammer gently force the tin down Into 
the grooves of the knobs nt ouch end. 
Thin will secure the knobs In position. 


The completed arrester Is 
then 


placed on tho line wire, one section 
from the head, by slipping the lino 
wlro through the screv holes of tho 
porceluln knobs. In the manner shown. 
The ground wiro should 
he wrapped 


around the tube tightly about six tlmea 
and soldered. It Is then run down tho 
pole to a well-mudo ground, 
A No.

Francis E, Auntie, the correspondent 
explains, Is an English authority, 
well known In the mudleal world, es- 
pecially through his extensive Inves- 
tigations on the subject of toxicology, 
and his work on "Stimulants and 
Narcotics." lie considers alcohol, If 
taken In small divided doses, and di- 
luted, so as not to bo greater than Id 
per cent. In strength, as a food, and 
that one and one-half ounces taken 
dally In this way, disappear entirely 
In the body; that N, are consumed by 
It, us other food Is. lie shows that 
It will prolong life beyond the period 
at which it must cease, If no nourish- 
ment or water only had been given, 
and that It had repeatedly supported 
life In acute diseases, when no other 
food could be given to, or was taken 
by, the patient, 


Among the companies that answer 


frankly and without reserve Is the 
Prudential. 
Its medical director, l>r. 


Edward H. Hammlll, says: "That a 
moderate Indulgence of lager beer Is 
In no way harmful to a healthy indi- 
vidual. By tho term moderate wo 
mean a glass at meals, or, perhaps. 
four or live, possibly six glasses, with- 
in twenty-four hours. 


"Anstlo's limit of safe Indulgence 


In alcoholic beverages Is one and one- 
half ounces of absolute alcohol. This 
Is represented, In tho case of lager 
beer, by possibly three pints or t wo 
quarts per dlom. A Hfo Insurance 
company Is not a temperance organi- 
zation. The average life Is accept- 
able, and the average man uses lagor 
boor dally. 
H tho writer mistakes 


not, tho German families surve at tho 
table, to tho children, a glass of beer 
as a dally beverage. They regard It 
as wo regard tea orcolToe. A moder- 
ate drinking of beer does not Inter- 
fere with tho acceptance of appli- 
cant for life Insurance. 
It Is only 


the Immoderate uso that prejudices 
be applicant's chances." 
One of the large Western Insurance 


companies 
makes this statement; 


'Wo have taken the records of the 
company In a general way concerning 
ihe uso of stimulants, and tlnd that 
Lho dllloronco between the mortality 
of the abstainers and those who use 
beer and light wines moderately (the 
class we Insure) Is small, while the 
mortality in tho class of persons in 
sured who used ardent liquors was 
1:1.74 per cent1 greater than the total 
abstainers." 


Tho Equitable Life, of New York- 


has this to say: "1 am directed to sa.\ 
that this society does not, dlscrlml 
nate against a person who uses bee 
moderately. 
If he Is all right in eve 


ry other respect, wo would conslde 
such a man a tlrst-class risk. Wi 
draw the line at a dally allowance o 
one and one-half ounces of absolute 
alcohol, which Is about tho amount 
contained In live tumblers of boor. 
Our experience shows that whore pol- 
icy holders, after receiving their poll 


of beer and alcoholic drinks In exces- 
ilve quantities, tho death rato wns 
nuch greater than normal." 


The I'hoenlx Mutual, of Hartford, 


Jonn., says: (-Tho drinking of beer, 
•xcept Intemporately, does not Inter- 
'ere with our acceptance of tho appli- 
cation of a man for a policy." 


The Mutual Henetlt, of New Jersey, 


says: "We have not considered the 
Moderate use of beer as prejudicing a 
Isk, and in duckling upon what Is 
nodoratlon we are Influenced by the 
ippllcant's build, occupation, envir- 
onment." 


The (iermiinia Life, of New .York, 


..ays: "We, of course, propose to wrlto 
only on risks who indulge moderately 
In these beverages, and do not- tbltik 


I hat our favorable mortality experi- 
ence has been less favorable than It 
would have been, had we contlnod 
our writing entirely to total abstin- 
ence." 


The tenor of these latter answers is 


almost typical for all of the twenty.—
